$24,000 worth of stolen automobiles 
during January, according to a sum­ 
mary of 
operations of 
the Police 
Department for the first iii* nth. The 
property recovered aggregated S'34,- 
020.92, of which $4,000 is classed as 
“liquor,” $80 to livestock, and $576.- 
89 to 
cash. 
During the month the 
policeman made 825 arrests, of which 
222 were in connection with offence 
against automobile laws, and 112 for 
violation of liquor laws, ten for ga')* 
law offenses, 152 for burglary, four 
for violating health laws and eight 
for murder. Th«r"men patrolled over 
126,000 miles.
